ANTHRACITE COAL SlrPPLY. 


According to Rmm* Kitlmatn, It Trill 


Hun Out In • alnndtwd Xean. 


The "Bond Record has been making a 


careful investigation of the anthracite 
coal industry. No expense has been 
spared to obtain correct totoTmation, 
so that those interested te ste coal ear- 
tying railroads and other companies 
owning or leasing coal lands may be 
able to judge of the present prospective 
values of their properties. Eleven cor- 
porations control -96 per cent of the 
available coal supply. 


According to the summarized es- 


timate of The Boud Record, in 109 
yean, on the basis of shipnwmis made 
in 1895, the supply of anthracite ooal 
will be «ihan«t«di Th« Afgest propor- 
tion of the annual increase of tonnage 
has been tarnished by the Wyoming 
region. In 1804 Lehlgh and Scbuylkilt 
furnished 45 per cent and Wyoming 50 
per cent of the year's output, bnt tho 
Wyoming region is uearing the point of 
maximum output and increase of ton- 
nage is likely soon to diminish. The 
present annual capacity of the anthra- 
cite region is about 07,000,000 tons, or 
about 21,000,000 tons in excess of an- 
nual consumption. It i* therefore clear 
that production should be reduced, as 
tbe oversupplyprostrat«» tho market and 
at the «am« time encourage* waste in 
the world. Unless the gross misman- 
agement and criminal wastefulness that 
have characterized the anthracite indus- 
try for th* past few years are stopped 
they will remit In tho rain of the great 
properties engaged in the mining and 
transportation of coal. 


Oonld the various interests involved 


co-operate and limit tbe production of 
the mine* to maet the requirements of 
the market, at lair prices, before many 
years, with the increasing consumption, 
the demand, would equal production, 
there would be an end to the present 
demoralized markets and three who 
have invested their savings in the stocks 
and bonds of these anthracite properties 
would eventually get back their invest- 
ment with interest. 


But the great fact which this publica- 


tion of The Bond Record discloses is the 
brief period of time which we can de- 
pend upon the anthracite coalfields of 
Pennsylvania to supply us with heat 
and power. Its place will hav) to be 
supplied by some other element, and 
there Is none in sight so admirably 
adapted for the purpose. The supply of 
bituminous coal is practically exhaust- 
less, but this greasy, sooty, dirty fuel is 
• resource from wbioh our generation 
ought to be profoundly thankful it is 
spared.

In spite of the best of care 
the horse died and an examination oftbe 
interior resulted in finding a quantity or 
nails of various sises. 


The presence of snob an entirely foreign 


substance had caused the death. The 
mystery how the nails got inside of the 
horse is solved when it is known that the 
animal was accustomed to feed from dis- 
used nail kegs and to eat tbe straw which 
came as packing for glass, into which the 
refuse from the mill floor wai frequently 
emptied.

He drove the entire distrance, 14& miles, 
in three days and as far an is known it is 
the best time ever made by carriage. 


, Although Lesurques was execrated as 


for back as 1796, though his innocence 
•was established in 1801, though his 
property was restored to the fatally in 
1884, the corps legislatif, after the fam- 
ily had tried tor over ball a century to 
have his memory judicially rehabilitat- 
ed, definitely refused In 18G9 to per' 
form this last remaining act of Justice. 
The pedantry of French law forbade the 
questioning of a jury's verdict by any 
one save ths person directly interested, 
tent though the law has failed to re- 
move tho stigma on tho name of an in- 
nooenttnan, literature and the drama 
have made him a popular hero. "The 
Lyons Mail," in which hie honor is 
thoroughly vindicated, has been one of 
the most popular of all French melo- 
dramas, and the combined genius of 
Charles Beads and of Henry Irving hava 
made it one of the great successes of the 
tnodbrn English etaga 


Poor Lesuiqnea, who, when he perish-* 


ed on the scaffold, wad but 88 years of 
age, was a good husband, a good father 
laud a good oitiren. He married, ia 
,1790, Mile. Campion, a lady of respect- 
.able family in Douai and possessed of a 
'handsome dowry. Their children there- 
tore were very youojir and it was in or- 
,der to give them the benefit of a supe- 
rior education that he relinquished a 
'publio appointment at Donai and came 
to Paris, there to live on his own private 
fortune, which amounted to about 7,500 
francs a year. He had but just arrived 
lin the capital and was superintending 
jtha farmMiM*: of his new home when 
the thunderbolt fell. 


On April 97, 1896, the mail ooaoh be- 


tween Lyons and Paris was attacked 
and plundered and the postilion and 
[courier were murdered. There were no 
witnesses to the crime, but it was re- 
ported that a party of horsemen had 
.been seen in the vicinity at about the 
Itime it was committed. These horsemen 
[had taken dinner at an inn at Mont- 
geron. One of Leanrques' friends nam- 
ed Quenot was arrested on suspicion and 
Ibis private papers were seized. 
There 


was no evidence to hold him on except 
that he answered the description of one 
of the supposed murderers, and he was 
dismissed. Next day he was told to call 
for his papers at the central bureau. He 
was accompanied thither by Leenrqnes, 
an act of madness on the part of the 
'latter had he been guilty. 
' It happened that just at that time the 
judge was taking the depositions of wit- 
nesses who lived ia the neighborhood of 
the scene of the murder. 
Among these 


were two maidservants of Montgeron. 
'Who uttered simultaneous screams at 
>the appearance of the two friends. They 
•wore put into the witness box and swore 
positively that two of the horsemen 
were present in the audience. When 
confronted with Lesnrques and Gnenot, 
they positively identified them. Both 
were arrested and 'thrown into prison. 
'At tka trial, four other witnesses cor- 
roborated their testimony with equal 
emphasis as regarded Lesnrqnes, bnt 
were doubt fill •bout Qnenot. The latter 
'succeeded in establishing a satisfactory 
alibi and was released. The former's at- 
tempted alibi seemed to break down 
badly when the daybook of the jeweler, 
Lagrand—to whom he swore he had sold 
a bill of goods on the very day of the 
murder—was produced in court and the 
date of the charge was found to have 
,been altered. In vain the jeweler pro- 
tested that the first date was a mistake, 


i which he bad Immediately corrected, 
and he and all the other witnesses for 


< Lesurqnes were looked upon as self con- 
victed perjurers. Lesnrques was found 
guilty and executed, together with one 
of the real murderers, named Courriol, 
who, on mounting the scaffold, confess- 
'bd his own guilt, but declared the in- 
nocence of Lesnrqnes. Doubts began to 
arias as to tho justice of Lesarques' sen- 
tence and finally it was discovered that 
he hod suffered through an extraordi- 
nary resemblance toonsDnbose, the real 
criminal, who was brought to. Justice in 
1801, convicted and ejufcntod. 


This deplorable case had mostdeplor- 


lable sequels. 
The unbflppy Mm*. JJB- 


surqnes went mad on hearing the news 
of her husband's condemnation. 
The 


children were as yet too young to under- 
stand their trouble, bnt as they grew 
up one thought alone possessed them— 
that of vindicating their dead father. It 
is easy to understand how brooding over 
this purpose drove one daughter to the 


i madhouse in which her mother had been 
| confined. 


It is curious that one of the witnesses 


against Lesnrques—the woman Alfr*y 
—also went insane from grief and re- 
morse at her error. Still another victim 
was another daughter of Lesnrques, who, 
worn out by the fruitless struggle with 
the pedantry of the French laws, drown- 
ed herself in the Seine. His son left 
France, took service in the Russian 
army and courted and found death 
there. As regards Lesurques' fortune, 
which had been confiscated, his unhap- 
py family were more successful. In 
1894, just 28 years after their father's 
death, they obtained a grant of 944,000 
francs, supplemented in 1835 by another 
grant of 859,000 francs.—London Pub- 
lic Opinion.

In these 
states even the laboring men are in favor 
of gold, as they desire that their wages 
shall be paid in money of more value than 
a 50-cent dollar. 


"I was surprised to find In Denver, Kan- 


sas City, Bait Lake, Pueblo and other 
cities in the so-called silver states a strong 
sentiment among the thinking business 
and laboring men in favor of McKinley 
and the St. Louts platform. They wish 
to have a stable currency and a dollar 
that is worth a dollar anywhere. 


"This sentiment seems to be growing 


in nearly every place that I visited. 
From this Its seems certain to me that the 
McKinley strength is growing strong 
while the Bryan sentiment is becoming 
weaker each day. 
The good sense of the 


people is returning. 
The opinion that I 


have formed from what I have heard and 
saw Is that this sentiment In favor of the 
single Standard Is not only growing, but 
that it will increase to such proportions 
by election day that MoElnley will be 
elected by a very large majority. 


"The silver men with whom I talked all 


seamed to take it for granted that Wash- 
ington is a silver slate, and because I was 
from Washington they were equally cer- 
tain that I was a silver man. When I In- 
formed them that I was not a silver man, 
and that Washington was liable to give a 
majority for McKinley and the gold stand, 
ard, they seemed greatly surprised. 


"The people of the East are complain. 


Ing about the hard times juet as much as 
the people of Washington • are. They 
think, however, that the election of Mc- 
Kinley will bring better times."

It if well at thii time, when there is an 
organized effort to plunge the country 
again into the cheap money slough of 
deapair, to tarn back and count the coat 
of the two experiments already made in 
that line by onr goTomment 


When the people of the colonies were 


straggling to achieve their independ- 
ence, they had no reaouroee bnt their 
own strong arms and patriotio hearts 
to •ostain them in the unequal contest. 
England studied to make them poorer 
hy denying them the right to produce 
anything that could be purchased in the 
mother country, and when the Revolu- 
tion began the people bad little money, 
and the improvised government had DO 
basis on which to found credit for the 
. 


tame of paper. 
; 


As early as 1776 the continental con- | 


green, looking to the impending Revolu- 
tion, issued irredeemable notes, com- 
monly known as continental money, to 
the amount of (3,000,000. As there 
was no specie to maintain their credit 
they rapidly depreciated, and before the 
otaae of the year 1776 men were subject 
to mob violence, to social and political 
ostracism and even to imprisonment by 
the military authority for refusing to 
receive this depreciated currency in the 
payment of debts. 


Long before the close of the Revolu- 


tion continental money had so greatly 
depreciated that it was next to value- 
less, and General Washington is credit- 
ed with saying that a wagon load of 
money would scarcely buy a wagon load 
of provisions. By 1781 the whole mis- 
erable system was completely broken 
down, and congress was compelled to 
provide that all debt* due to or from 
the government should be paid in specie 
or its equivalent. At that time the con- 
tinental currency had reached $243,- 
OOO-.Ooa, or (80 per capita. So utterly 
Worthless had the paper money of the 
country become that in 177S a single 
Spanish dollar would legally pay a debt 
of (3,400 in. the state of Virginia. 


Tin- continental money was not re- 


deemed Tor the reason that the 8,000,- 
000 of people of the colonies were on- 
able to pay in fall to the holders of the 
money, who had received it at a mere 
fraction of its face value and for which 
the government had received but a small 
fraction of value. The cheap fiat money 
issued to aid the independence of the 
colonies was pardraablo on the principle 
of absolute necessity. 


During our civil war the people of 


this country were unprepared for the 
enormous expenditure necessitated by 
a war of the greatest magnitude. The 
entire revenues of the government in 
,1860 were only about (£0,000,000 per 
year,' and for several years of the war 
its cast was fully double that amount 
per,montb. The entire money of the 
country in 1860 was (443,000,000, 
(385,000.000 of which was gold and 
silver, and th» remainder notes issued 
by state banks. In 1864, when the war 
was at the highest point of expenditure, 
we had nearly (700,000,000 of irredeem- 
able paper in circulation, and gold that 
year averaged a premium of 103, clear- 
ly demonstrating that our issuo of irre- 
deemable money, although legal tender 
for the t»yai*ut of debts, was reduced 
in its purchasing value over SO per cent 
In other words, th» nan who earned (1 
in 1884 could purohaw less than 50 
cents' worth of the n«aeMuri«a of life be- 
cause «f the dffvwftrtten of the cor-. 
renav.

Dear Money— Some Homely 111 nitration* 
experience of Thl« Country— Dlitrait 
Brought on Hard Time* In 1883. 


In accepting a rcnomination for con- 


gress at Portland, Me., on Aug. 6, 
Thomas B. Reed devoted most of his 
time to the money question. 
He spoke 


plainly and pointedly. He said in part: 


I suppose that if I have listened once, 


I have a hundred times, to the declara- 
tion in congreia that silver money was 
stealthily demonetized. Well, now, I 
myself in the house of representatives 
produced the volume of The Congres- 
lional Record which contained the de- 
bates of the change in 1873, and there 
were 196 columns, made up of speeches 
that were actually made on the subject, 
and it was up twice, and, I think, three 
times. And yet they say it was done in 
a corner. Then they have declared that 
it was done by an emissary from abroad, 
and they even went to the extent of 
giving the uameof Ernest Sayd. Ernest 
Sayd was always a diver man and was 
not here when the thing was done. 


It has also been said that this was a 


steal by which we were called upon to 
furnish a more costly metal, and, there- 
fore, our creditors were going to get 
more out of us, nnd it was all a plot 
with that in view. The answer is simple 
and conclusive. In the first plaoe we 
had not, prior to 1873, had a single dol- 
lar of gold or silver currency in this 
country for years, and we did uot have 
any for five years afterward. And there 
is another fact, a pretty important one, 
and that is that in 1873 the silver which 
would have made a United States stand- 
ard silver dollar of 412)a grains was 
worth 8 cents on a dollar more than a 
gold dollar was. This was setting up a 
standard that was 3 cents on a dollar 
lower than the one which you say ought 
to have been retained. I think, then, we 
may safely eliminate from onr minds 
any notion that any fraud or wickedness j 
was practiced. And the only question 
is, Which system is the best for this 
country — which Vi 11 produce the beet 
results? 


Why, we had some experience in this 


country, bnt men's memories are short. 
In 1788 onr earlier fathers determined 
to marry the two metals together. What 
is the first thing they did? It was to as- 
certain the market value of the two 
metals as they stood side by side then, 
and they thought that they were 15 to 
1— not 16 to 1, bnt 15 to 1. What was 
the effect? It was an overvaluation of 
silver. Yes, the 'gold in a gold dollar 
was worth more than the silver in a sil- 
ver dollar. 


What was the result? Why, if a man 


had (3, one ef which was worth 100 
cents and the other was worth 103 
cents, he kept the 108 cent dollar longer 
and passed off the other cue quicker. I 
don't mean that the average man did 
that Two centa on a dollar, even in 
those days', was not worth making much 
muss about, 'but the money changers 
were on the alert, and whenever a silver 
dollar came into the bank or reached 
the money changers, he put it out of 
circulation. I have misstated that. I 
should have said that gold was more 
valuable— so that we had silver aloue 
during that period. 
The gold, being 


more valuable, fled away. 


Well, now, the gold disappearing, 


our fathers in 1834 -thought they had 
better make a change and see if they 
could not keep gold and silver together) 
BO they clianged the ratio from 15 to 1 
to 16 to 1, or, to be exact, to IS. 98 to 1. 
That turned out to be an overvaluation 
the other way, and what wae the result? 
The result waq that gold reigned su- 
preme. 


Then, in 1861, we had a war and we 


issued greenbacks, and greenbacks, be- 
ing cheaper, for 17 years drove out both 
gold and silver, but in 1879 we resumed 
specie payments, and the result was 
that we resumed them, as we agreed to 
do in 1873, Wpon a gold basis. And that 
has been the cu'so ever since. 


This, then, is the experience of the 


United States encountering single hand- 
ed the question of currency. We never 
were able, when there was a difference 
of a or 3 per cent, to keep the one metal 
alongside the other; It was always 
either gold or silver, never both. Now, 
if the United States could not lift t 
silver dollar that was worth only 3 
cents lesfl than the gold dollar, can she 
now lift a 60 osnt dollar to the height 
of 100 jienti? And if she can, why 
should w.e want to do it? Suppose you 
have got a house. Is.it worth any more, 
is it any different house, whether it U 
•worth 2,000 silver half dollars or 1,000 
gold whole dollars? If yon want to put 
your house at more dollars, why uot cut 
the gold dollar in two, and measure it 
by gold? 


Are thete any more potatoes in 4,000 


pecks than thero are in 1,000 bushels? 
If I remember my arithmetic right, and 
perhaps I don't, you* house is the same, 
your farm Is the same — it produces the 
sania result. 


They sayon a silver basis you'll scale 


clown your debt one-half. Would yon do 
it and deprive the man you owe of one- 
hall of what you o#e him? Shall the 
nation do it? I say no, and not from 
sentiment do I make this statement, bnt 
from a selfish reason. 


We must preserve our credit in the 


world, aiid if We adopt a silver basis 
we'll ruin, it the world over. 


We want no silver basis to help ua 


out of these hard times, because the sil- 
ver basis is dishonorable. 
Distrust 


brought on thesa hard times in 1893, 
and hard timer will last until w« turn 
down these silverites 


This question is not going to be de- 


cided by noise or loud voiced eloquence 
or by appeal to prejudice or to greed, 
but by the sound sense of an honest,

Colonel Greene, president of the 


Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurance 


company, has addressed a letter to.the 
350,000 policy holders of the company, 
in which be nays: 


We never supposed It necessary to 


provide that you should pay your pre- 
miums or that we should promise to 
pay your policies in any particular kind 
or quantity of dollars; both—with the 
exception of certain Canadian insur- 
ances made during the civil war and 
while gold was at a premiwn—are pay- 
able in "lawful money" only on the 
confident assumption that the American 
people are sufficiently honest to keep its 
dollars meaning what they were meant 
to taean and always had meant. 


But now comes a political party and 


avows its distinct purpose to maie a 
dollar mean three distinct and widely 
different things: (1) A gold dollar, 
worth as bullion 100 centa anywhere in 
the world; (3) a silver dollar, worth as 
bullion only 53 cents at the present 
time; (3) all the paper promises of dol- 
lars to be hereafter issued by the gov- 
ernment only, redeemable in either 100 
cent gold dollars, 53 cent (or less) silver 
dollars, or in new promises to pay, at 
the option of the debtor or redsoraer. 
You Jo not need to be told that only the 
least valuable of these dollars would re- 
main in use. The invariable experience 
of all the ages fixes that fact before- 
hand: 


Should this party so led come to pow- 


er upon this platform, the government 
dues, instead of being paid, as now, in 
gold at 100 cents, or in paper, which it 
now redeems with such gold and never 
with silver, would be paid in .silver or 
in paper redeemed iti silver, which sil- 
ver we could use in trade at only iti 
bullion value of 03 cents on the dollar. 
The greenbacks being then redeemed in 
53 cent dollari, the government bonds 
and their interest being paid in 53 cent 
dollars, our national bank currency, 
which rests on government bonds, re- 
deemable in 63 cent greenbacks and the 
gold gone from domestic circulation in- 
to international trade, we shall be on 
the single 63 cent silver dollar basis. 
One hundred cent gold dollars do not 
swap even for 53 cent dollars of silver, 
iron or copper. Fifty-two cents' worth 
of anything can never buy more thau 
63 cents' worth of anything else. Then 
the purchasing power of your policies 
wil| be out in two. 


Coming upon a silver basis would in- 


tensely stimulate again the, production 
of silver. The ores are now easily acces- 
sible, iu inexhaustible quantity, from 
which silver can be put upon 'the jaar- 
ket at a profit of 40 to 60 cent* an 
enure, at which price a,''silver dollar" 
would be worth 30 to 68 cents, or lees 
than & greenback was during the dark- 
est days of 1864. Under that stimulus 
and nuder such conditions, there caff be 
no possible doubt that the price trf silver 
wonid steadily decline' on the average 
toward the point at whTch it can be pro- 
duced, which in some mines is said to 
bo already less than 36 cents an ounce, 
and inventions and Improvement have 
not ceased. Should we come upon a sil- 
ver basis your policies would for the 
present be paid in "dollars" worth to 
your families only about 50 cents; and 
the great bulk of them would probably 
be paid in "dollars" worth -not more 
than from 25 to 85 cents. ' ' 


It is therefore our duty to warn yon 


th at by so much as it was your duty to 
make this provision for the protection 
of your families, by BO much is it your 
present duty to see, so far as your action 
can prevent it, that no part of that pro- 
vision is lost to them by being paid in 
"dollars" which are worth anything 
less than the 100 cents in which you 
have been paying your, premiums and 
iu which, therefore, yott and we sup- 
posed you %vere making.that provision, 
trusting to the personal and political 
integrity of the American people to keep 
their honor bright and' their money 
good. We have never gnppQsed-~*ud do 
riot yet suppose—that the money stand- 
ard of this great country, producing for 
and trading with all th? countries of 
the earth, is at the mercy of a lot of 
people who have a- lot of cheapening 
metal to sell to us, to use for a new 
standard and who have long been care- 
fully and at great 'expense organizing 
their scheme politically by fringing into 
one camp all the discontent, fhe jeal- 
ousy, envy, arid h atrsd which the unwise, 
unthrifty, improvide&t,-idie aud self in- 
dulgent are supposed to harbor toward 
the self .restrained, industrious, careful, 
saving, thrifty and wisjSly provident

self or his family he will not have to pay 
a gold dollar or its equivalent for a gold 
dollar's worth every time. 


The government does not and cannot 


interfere in the private trade of its peo- 
ple. It may stamp a piece ot silver worth 
fifty cents as a dollar but its function ends 
there. It cannot compel you or me to 
take it as a dollar. You may offer me 
such a dollar in trade. I should do one 
of two things. I should either give you 
half a dollar's worth of goods or I should 
make you pay me a premium of exactly 
100 per cent as an inducement to part 
with my goods, that is, I should take two 
of your dollars. What would this lead tot 
Who would suffer first and most and al1 
the time? Would it be the merchant or 
the capitalist, or would it be us farmers 
and laborers and mechanics? 


Frankly, how does the proposition, 


that free and unlimited coinage and the 
great abundance of silver that would 
come to us to be coined, from all parts of 
the world, free of expense, look ? Has it 
the ring of common sense or is it a fake, 
a craze, and deception. We always know 
the condition and the worth of a gold 
dollar. It is recognized by the world. 
It is the standard of the world. 
It has 


never changed. It is worth just as much 
and no more than it was a hundred years- 
ego. 


The seaman has but one instrument to

Convention Ball, Indianapolis, Sept. 


8.—The first day's session of the na- 
tional democratic convention, called 
by the advocates of the goU standard 
and the opponents of the Chicago plat- 
form, was u> irked by unanimous action 
aad favorable surroundings of wind, 
weather and enthusiasm. Bight hun- 
dred and twenty-tour delegates were 
present out of a possible 900. These 
represented forty-one states and three 
territories. 
In many instances the 


delegates were supplemented by full 
sets of alternate* so that the attend- 
ance equalled the seating capacity oi 
the hall. As a body, the delegates 
presented the appearance of business 
men, well dressed, well mannered and 
courteous—some of them so unaccus- 
tomed 10 politieal conventions that 
tliey had to be instructed as to the 
simplest matters of procedure. To 
leaven this lump of political innocence 
there was quite a sufficient admixture 
of veteran politicians—old wheelhorses, 
In fact—including- three United States 
senators, Palmer, Caflery and Vilas; 
four or five governors and ex-govern- 
ors of states—Jones of Alabama, Stok- 
ley of Delaware, Bnckner of Ken- 
tucky and Flower of New York, besides 
several 
prominent ex-congressmen, 


among them D. E. Everett of Massa- 
chusetts and Perry Belmont of New 
York. 
The convention -went to work 


with business celerity, effected both a 
temporary and permanent organiza- 
tion and got down by one day to the 
important order of business. Senator 
Palmer of Illinois, chairman of the 
committee which issued the call, 
rapped the convention to order. Ex- 
Governor Flower was made temporary 
chairman and read a very long address, 
many points of which were cheered. 
He said that this gathering was a 
notice to the world that the democratic 
party had not yet surrendered to 
populism and anarchy. "No democrats 
here," he said, "sought honors from 
those who framed the Chicago plat- 
form. Every democrat here," he con- 
tinued, "has only humiliation to ex- 
pect in the event of the success of "Be 
Chicago ticket. No democrat honored 
here by being made the candidate of 
this convention can look forward with 
any reasonable hope to an election, 
None of us who help to nominate him 
can expect to be participants in any 
distribution of political favors. We 
are here because we love the demo- 
cratic part, and because we love our 
country. That is the inspiration which 
has drawn ustogethor and encourages 
our action. That is the fact which 
evidence our sincerity and makes 
our cause strong with the people." 
Ex-Qov. Flower was succeeded by the 
permanent chairman. Senator Caf- 
fery of Louisiana, whose speech was 
much shorter than the temporary 
chairman's but was unusually incisive. 
He said that the leaders chosen by 
the democracy had desecrated her al- 
tars and preached false doctrines, 
and that it rested with the assem- 
blage here to mend the broken shrine 
and point out the true path. He 
called the Chicago democrats infla- 
tionists and repudiators. He said the 
delegates here are not traitors, but 
are true democrats, and that while 
democracy lasts the republic shall 
last. Senator Caffery drew hearty 
applause when he said: "We appeal 
from the democracy drunk with heresy 
to a democracy sober with reason." 
At the conclusion of his speech he was 
heartily cheered. 


Oratorical Effect!. 


The oratorical effects of the day 


were secured by D. R Everett of Mas- 
sachusetts and John P. Irish of Cali- 
fornia 
Dr. Everett declared that 


Massachusetts was for gold and not 
for 
bimetallism by 
international 


agreement, asserting that every nation 
whose views were worth having had 
adopted the gold standard. He also
